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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS: 
Su mm ary of Amendm nts to Claims 

Applicant has incorporated the subject matter of claims 2 and 12 into claims 1 and 9 respectively 
and canceled claims 2 and 12 accordingly. Claims 1, 3-11 and 16-18 remain pending in the 
application. No new matter has been added. 

Claim Rejections and Objections 

The Examiner rejected claims 1, 4, 5 t 7, 9 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent No. 4,841,903 to Bird in view of U.S. Patent No. 2,008,974 to Weber. The 
Examiner also objected to claims 2-3, 6, 8 and 11-12 as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim but would be allowable if rewritten in independent fonn including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for identifying allowable subject matter. Applicant has 
incorporated the subject matter of allowable claims 2 and 12 into claims 1 and 9 respectively. 
Therefore, claims 1 and 9, as amended, are in condition for allowance. 

Claims 3-8 depend either directly or indirectly from claim 1 and therefore incorporate all the claim 
limitations of claim 1 and add additional limitations. Therefore, claims 3-8 are patentable at least 
for the same reasons with respect to claim 1 and they are even more patentable because they add 
additional claim limitations. 

Claims 10 and 1 1 both depend from claim 9 and therefore incorporate all the claim limitations of 
claim 9 and add additional limitations. Therefore, claims 10 and 11 are patentable at least for the 
same reasons with respect to claim 9 and they are even more patentable because they add 
additional claim limitations. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully submits that all the claim rejections and 
objections are overcome and withdrawal thereof is requested. 

Conclusion: 
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Based on the foregoing amendments and remarks, favorable consideration and allowance of all of 
the claims now present in the application are respectfully requested.
